I  am  completely  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  situation  as 
I  received  a  letter  from  the  head  of  the  department  some 
time  ago  stating  that  my  v^ork  during  the  past  four  years 
has  been  highly  satisfactory.  T  have  not  been  making  an 
application  each  year  for  the  position,  and  v^hen  I  re¬ 
ceived  this  word  of  appreciation  I  had  no  doubt  that  I 
was  to  receive  the  appointment. 

Tt  was  my  ambition  to  obtain  permanent  .work  in  the 
University,  in  fact,  this  was  the  inducement  hold  out  to 
me  to  accept  the  position  in  the  first  place.  The  time  I 
have  been  in  the  Dept,  of  Mining  Engineering  has  boen 
spent  at  a  great  loss  to  me  financially,  but  I  hoped  that 
by  faithful  service  when  the  department  was  smell  I  shoiild 
obtain  recognition  when  expansion  came. 

I  must  ask  that  you  reconsider  the  matter.

After  considering  your  case  carefully,  consulting 
with  the  3ean,  and  again  having  had  an  interview  with  Professor 
Haultain,  I  feel  that  T  must  adhere  to  the  decision  conveyed  to 
you  in  my  first  letter,  that  you  should  not  he  re-appointed  to 
the  staff  of  Mining  'Engineering  for  the  coning  Session,  Prof¬ 
essor  Haultain  informs  ne  that  the  letter  of  appreciation  which 
he  sent  you  in  the  Spring  was  written  on  the  assumption  that  you 
were  leaving,  and  that  the  conduct  of  your  part  of  the  work  has 
heen  such  that  a  change  is  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  As  far  as  I  can  judge  your  re-appointment  would  create 
an  almost  intolerable  situation  in  view  of  the  strong  desire 
that  the  head  of  the  Department  has  expressed  w5th  regard  to 
your  not  being  again  placed  on  his  staff.

Dear  Sir;- 

I  have  delayed  making  reply  to  your  letter  of 
August  8th,  until  now,  as  I  wished  to  enclose  a  copy  of 
the  letter  I  received  in  the  spring  from  Prof,  Haultain. 
This  I  could  not  until  I  returned  to  Toronto. 

Further  correspondence  on  the  subject  may  seem 
unnecessary,  but  your  letter  credits  Prof.  Haultain  with 
certain  statements  which,  in  justice  to  myself,  should  not 
go  unanswered. 

From  your  letter  it  appears  that  Prof.  Haultain 
claims  that  the  letter  he  wrote  me  in  the  spring  (copy  en¬ 
closed)  was  based  on  the  assumption  that  I  v/as  leaving.  I 
cannot  find  any  such  assumption  in  the  letter.  The  most 
surprising  thing  is  to  see  a  man  so  frank  in  discounting 
his  o\m  v/ritten  statements.  My  reply  to  this  letter  vms 
that  the  rumour  was  without  foundation. 

Prof,  Haultain  has  also  informed  you  that  the 
conduct  of  my  part  of  the  work  has  been  such  that  a  change 
is  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  department.  This  state¬ 
ment  is  difficult  for  me  to  understand  for  Prof.  Haultain 
never  expressed  dissatisfaction  v/ith  ray  work  at  any  time. 
His  position  now  is  not  consistent  v/ith  what  it  was  at  the 
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tiine  he  reoomraended  me  for  the  position  of  lecturer  in 
his  department.  Since  receiving  this  advancement  I  have 
never  relaxed  my  efforts  to  keep  my  work  up  to  the  highest 
degree  of  efficiency  possible.  The  creation  of  the  Dept, 
of  Metallurgy  enabled  me  to  give  my  undivided  attention  to 
the  work  in  Assaying  duriny  the  last  Session.  The  result 
was  that  I  was  able  to  offer  the  students  taking  my  work, 
courses  superior  to  anything  I  had  yet  attempted.  I  believe 
my  labors  were  appreciated  by  the  student  body.  I  have 
heard  no  complaints.  Many  students  have  expressed  their 
appreciation  of  the  v;ork  they  received  under  my  direction. 


There  is  another  point  I  wi  sh  to  bring  to  your 


attention,  llo  opportunity  v/as  given  me  to  secure  a  new 
position  before  my  time  expired  or  to  arrange  my  summer's 
work  to  suit  the  changed  conditions.  I  believe  precedent 
has  not  been  follov;ed  in  this  case.
